Six polling places will be 
open tomorrow from 7 „ a.m. 
until 7 p.m. in the Novato Flood 
Control Zone which has approx­ 
imately the same boundaries as 
the North Marin Water District. 
Election observers predicted 
about one-fourth of Novato’s 


4,489 voters will turn out to­ 
morrow if sunny weather con­ 
tinues. Both proponents and 
opponents 
claimed 
a 
heavy 
vote 
turnout 
would 
benefit 
their cause. 
For the measure to pass, two- 
thirds of the voters will have to 
vote “Yes.” 
A thousand circulars blast­ 
ing the election as a “tax grab” 
were in the mail to Novato reg­ 
istered voters today from the 
Black P o in t- I n d ia n V alley - 
Downtown P r o p e r ty Owners 


Assn. 
The Novato Citizens Commit­ 
tee for Flood Control was set 
to issue an endorsement carry­ 
ing names of 100 voters who 
are in favor of the bond issue. 
Ray Cooper, chairman of the 
citizens committee, c h a r g e d 
that apathy by North Marin 
civic groups had hampered ef­ 
forts “to get the facts of the 
issue before the voters.” 
Sam Harkleroad, N o v a t o 
builder, today proposed an al­ 
ternative plan to turn Novato 


marshlands into ponding areas 
and lagoon housing develop­ 
ment. Harkleroad has been out­ 
spoken against the flood con­ 
trol bond issue as being “a pig 
in a poke.” 
“They will have to spend 
$90,000 for a detailed engineer­ 
ing plan to work out the prob­ 
lems of constructing a drainage 
ditch,” he said. 
Harkleroad said he is will­ 
ing to donate plans he has 
worked out to develop Novato 
marshlandsi nto a Belvedere- 


type lagoon which would han­ 
dle flood water ponding and 
could be engineered to elimi­ 
nate the constant cost of dredg­ 
ing a flood control drainage 
ditch. His plan could be sup­ 
ported as a private enterprise, 
he said. 
The $900,000 flood control 
bond issue would provide funds 
toward widening, straightening 
and diking of Novato Creek 
from Highway 101 to the bay. 
It would facilitate the carrying

Cobbler's Car Crashes Into 
Cellar Of C Street Home 


A loud explosion in San Ra­ 
fael about 6:45 p.m. yesterday 
routed residents in the neigh­ 
borhood 
of 
C 
and 
Elford 
streets, who thought it was an­ 
other sonic boom. 


But it turned out to be a car, 
which had crashed through an­ 
other kind of barrier— a house 
at 528 C street. 


C street makes a curve at 
that point, but driver Bernardo 
Padilla, 32-year-old cobbler who 
lives at 20 Marquard avenue, 
went straight ahead in his four- 
door sedan. It plowed into the 
basement of the home, owned 
by Matthew John Hart. 


Hart was away on vacation, 
but his daughter, Mrs. Martha 
Zappetini, who lives there, was 


just entering the back door on 
the upper floor with her 9- 
month-old son, Matthew, in her 
arms. They were startled but 
unhurt. 


“We thought it was a sonic 
boom,” said next door neigh­ 
bor Mrs. A. E. Miller, sister of 
Mrs. Zappetini. “We went out 
there and there was this car in­ 
side the basement. The driver 
was slumped over the wheel 
and we thought he was hurt at 
first, but apparently he wasn’t.” 


“It’s the first time this has 
ever happened in the 40 years 
that my folks lived here,” Mrs. 
Miller reported. 


Sgt. Lincoln Borba, who in­ 
vestigated, said Padilla, unhurt, 
was standing on the sidewalk 
when he arrived. Padilla was 


booked in county jail on sus­ 
picion of being drunk in or 
about a vehicle and then bail­ 
ed out for $50. 


The car smashed through the 
wood and glass wall and landed 
inside the basement, with only 
a small part of the rear end 
sticking outside the wall. Both 
the car and the house were 
damaged extensively, but the 
extent of loss was not deter­ 
mined immediately. 


The car jumped a concrete 
foundation, which scraped the 
bottom of the vehicle. It was 
pulled out of the house by a 
tow truck from Rossi’s Garage. 


Sergeant Borba said Padilla 
was southbound on C street 
when the accident happened.

Caldwell, Highway Patrol com­ 
missioner in Sacramento, the 
letter so far has been signed 
by 16 members of the San Ra­ 
fael Area Squad Slub, a social 
organization of the local CHP 
detachment. 
“After learning the actual 
cost of the changes,” the letter 
says, “and seeing first hand 
how the blue hats and ties go 
with green jackets, we wish to 
express our satisfaction with 
the old uniform as one which 
is practical, conservative and 
readily identifiable to the pub­ 
lic.” 
On Dec. 1, Caldwell issued 
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an order calling for blue ties 
instead of black, stripes on the 
side of the trousers, new-style 
shirts with a grayish hue, a 
new Luftwaffe-type hat, shoes 
instead 
of 
half-boots, 
blue 
socks- instead of black, yellow 
raincoats and new style hol­ 
sters and gunbelt assembly. 


Highway 
patrolmen 
were 
given until May 1 to comply 
with the new specifications. 
They must make the conver­ 
sion at their own expense. 


“You are quoted in the press 
as having said that the changes 
are being made at the request 
of the members of the patrol,” 
the Marin patrolmen say in the 
letter they will send Caldwell.

of

members were ever consulted 
or asked an opinion regarding 
the changes.” 


One Marin officer told the 
Independent-Journal today he 
can ill afford to spend $100 or 
more for the decorative new 
raiment and the tailoring that 
v/ill have to be done.

It was on the vote of the 29th 
of 30 districts that Engle fin­ 
ally compiled a majority.

DEFICIT SPENDING 
An originally estimated sur­ 
plus of 1.8 billion dollars for 
this fiscal year was revised to 
a 400 million dollar deficit be­ 
cause 
of 
increased 
defense 
spending and because the re ­ 
cent slowdown in business re ­ 
duces tax revenues. 
He said he will ask Congress 
for another tem porary increase 
in the debt ceiling of 275 bil­ 
lion dollars. 
In some 
recent 
years, Congress has granted a 
tem porary increase of as much 
as six billion dollars. The debt 
now exceeds 274 billion dollars. 
A total of 47.1 billion dollars, 
64 per cent of the budget, was 
allo tted , for “ protection”— na­ 
tional security and foreign aid.

2, to serve the area east of the 
railroad tracks and destined 
as the training center of the 
San Rafael Fire Department, 
was dedicated Saturday after­ 
noon.

$64.000 
firehouse 
at 
Third and Union streets will 
begin operation.as soon as the 
city accepts it officially from 
contractor Laurence antrease 
of Novato. 
As strains of “Yankee Doo­ 
dle” floated out of the public 
address system. Chief Clarence 
M. Johansen and blue-uniform­ 
ed members of the fire depart­ 
ment showed some 100 visitors 
around the new station. 
Highly polished fire truck 
No. 10, a 750-gallon pumper, 
stood in one of the two truck 
berths. 
Behind the station is a 14- 
foot-deep concrete pit whfre 
firemen can drop a hose and 
practice pumping water at var­ 
ious pressures. A large funnel­ 
like pipe on top of the pit will 
allow the same water to run 
back into it, to be used again 
in other practices. 
A drill tower is still to be 
built behind the station on an 
unpaved portion of the half­ 
acre site. Architect of the new 
station was Eugene E. Craw­ 
ford of San Rafael. 
Chief Johansen said all fire 
calls would continue to be re­ 
ceived at fire station No. 1 at 
Fifth avenue and C street. Four 
men will be stationed at the 
new firehouse each 
24-hour 
shift to answer calls coming 
from east San Rafael. 
, Chief Johansen admitted al­ 
most everyone on the 23-man 
force wanted duty at the new 
station. (It has seven comfor­ 
table beds, a lounge with .a 
television set and fully equip­ 
ped kitchen.) The chief said 
he expected rotating six-month 
shifts would be arranged. 
Charles E. Smith of San Ra­ 
fael, a fire prevention engi­ 
neer and former deputy state 
fire 
marshal, 
dedicated 
the 
new station “to the progress of 
Marin County.” He noted that 
trucks from the station answer­ 
ing a call at the east end of 
the 
business 
district 
would 
have about three-fourths of a 
mile less to travel, an import­ 
ant fact when fire is racing 
through a commercial build­ 
ing. 


Future plans of the San Ra­ 
fael Fire Department include 
a third fiiie station to be built 
in north San Rafael, said Chief 
Johansen. Soon to be delivered 
is 
a 
100-foot 
aerial 
ladder 
truck and a 1,250-gallon per 
minute pumper truck. The de­ 
partment hopes to acquire a 
smaller truck equipped to fight 
brush fires and minor blazes 
in outlying areas. - 


Chief

with two firehouses, more fire­ 
men will be needed. He said an 
examination to establish a list 
of eligibles would be held soon.

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Ike Holds Summit Talk Door Open 


WASHINGTON ,P — Presi­ 
dent Eisenhower held open the 
door to an East-West summit 
conference today with word to 
Soviet Prem ier Nikolai Bulgan­ 
in that “ I am ready to m eet” 
on two conditions. 
Eisenhower's reply to Bul­ 
ganin also urged Soviet agree­ 
ment to a far-ranging peace 
program that would end nu­ 
clear weapons m anufacture and 
testing, 
curtail 
use 
of 
the 
United Nations veto and pro­ 
duction of space age missiles, 
and dedicate outer space “to 
the peaceful use» of mankind.” 
Any top-level meeting, the 
President 
told 
the 
Premier, 
must be preceded by an airing 
of issues in negotiations among 
diplomats and foreign minis­ 
ters. 
Furtherm ore, 
he 
said, 


these negotiations must show 
"good hope of advancing the 
cause of peace and justice in 
the world" by agreem ents at 
the summit. He thus rejected 
Bulganin’s call last week for a 
meeting in three months. 
Eisenhower’s 4.000-word per­ 
sonal letter replied to one Bul­ 
ganin sent him Dec. 10, but also 
clearly covered the essence of 
a second Bulganin note last 
week 
Eisenhower rejected or dis­ 
counted about eight proposals 
Bulganin had put forward, in­ 
cluding those for an East-West 
nonaggression pact and a tier- 
man-Pollsh-Czech zone free of 
nuclear weapons. 
He accused Russia of a great 
error in failing to reunify G er­ 
many as agreed at the Geneva 


summit conference in 3955. He 
blamed the cold war on the 
‘expansionist policy” of Soviet 
communism 
He pledged the 
United States would never en­ 
gage in aggression and pointed­ 
ly expressed hope that “the 
Soviet Union will feel a simi­ 
lar aversion to any kind of ag­ 
gression.” 
Eisenhower’s proposals cov- 
erad nine basic points: 
01 TKR-SPACK— Eisenhower 
declared, “can we not stop the

from yesterday’s election show­ 
ed today. 
Official returns showed Ka­ 
neshi defeated Taira by nearly 
1.000 votes of the 70,446 bal­ 
lots cast. 
Kaneshi had 34.968 
votes and Taira 33.986. 
There 
were 
1,492 questionable bal­ 
lots. 
His victory was a severe po­ 
litical defeat for the United 
States and, in effect, another 
vote of “Yankee Go Home” 
from 
this 
strategic 
outpost 
from which even intermediate 
range missiles can reach vir­ 


tually every potential trouble 
spot in the Pacific. 
Both Kaneshi, who claims to 
be an anti-Communist Social­ 
ist despite his red backing, and 
Taira, also a Socialist, favor re ­ 
turn of the Ryukyuan Islands 
including Okinawa to Japan.

CAPE CANAVERAL, Fla. (IP) 
— A noisy arm y Redstone mis­ 
sile may blast off from Cape 
Canaveral today to open the 
week 
in 
which 
the 
United 
States hopes to hurl a satellite 
into space on the second at­ 
tempt. 
The trim white Redstone mis­ 
sile has been in its Gantry tow­ 
er for more than a week and is 
believed ready for launching 
today or tomorrow. The Red­ 
stone is a short-range missile 
which is already operational. 
It is the rocket from which the 
Arm y’s big Jupiter C missile 
grew. 
An Air Force Thor interme-1 
diate range missile also is in 
its towrer and may be fired this 
week. 
But the big show is expected 
later in the week when the 
Navy tries a second time to put 
up a grapefruit-size test satel­ 
lite with its slender Vanguard 
rocket. The Vanguard is be­ 
lieved ready for launching, but 
just when it will go has not 
been disclosed. 
In order to put the six-inch 
satellite into orbit around the

forward on the road to peace.” 
Prim e Minister Harold Mac­ 
millan’s reply to two recent 
letters from Bulganin is being 
prepared for delivery to the 
Kremlin in the next two or 
three days. Like President Ei­ 
senhower's message it has been 
cleared through the perm anent 
council of the Atlantic alliance 
in Paris. 


FULL SUPPORT

Aid For Squaw Valley 


WASHINGTON (M—A four 
million dollar federal expendi­ 
ture to help construct facili­ 
ties for the 1960 Winter Olym­ 
pics at Squaw Valley, Calif., 
was recommended today by 
President Eisenhower. 


In his budget message, the 
President asked Congress to 
enact 
legislation 
authorizing 
the appropriation in view of 
the government’s invitation to 
hold th« eighth Olympic win­ 
ter games in this country. 


The money would supple­ 
ment an appropriation of about 
eight million dollars by the 
California Legislature and ad­ 
ditional 
funds 
from 
private 
sources. 


In addition to helping con­ 
struct facilities at the High 
Sierra site, the federal appro­ 
priation would defray the cost 
of providing assistance to the

of the games 
by 
Army and Navy units. 


In San Francisco, Robert

Games Organization Commit­ 
tee, said: “I know I speak 
not only for myself, but also 
for Charles Blyth, chairman 
of the State Olympic Com­ 
mission, and Gov.

He said the federal appro­ 
priation would finance the De­

unemployment benefit plan be 
extended to a full year. 
The board said its previously 
announced goal of a four-day 
work week was dropped in fa­ 
vor of the profit sharing plan 
because of the general econom­ 
ic recession and the “need for 
increased consumer b u y i n g 
power.” 
SHARING FORMULA 
Under 
the 
profit 
sharing 
plan, executives and stockhold­ 
ers would get one-half of the 
profits in excess of 10 per cent 
on investment, salaried 
and 
hourly rated workers would 
get one-fourth and consumers 
would get one-fourth in the 
form of a rebate on purchases. 
The general wage increase 
which the board recommended 
will be based on increased pro­ 
ductivity and will be higher 
than the present productivity 
increase formula of 2H per 
cent of 6 cents an hour, which­ 
ever is higher.

Marin Citians To Vote Jan. 21 
On Forming Services District 


On January 21, voters of 
Marin City will ballot on wheth­ 
er they wish to form a com­ 
munity services district which 
would be financed by the prop­ 
erty owners — at present the 
housing authority primarily. 


Apparently, few Marin City 
residents are aware of the pur­ 
pose of the district, its back­ 
ground, how it is to be financed, 
who are the candidates for di­ 
rectors and a myriad of other 
factors involved. 


Several months ago, the Ma­ 
rin City Tenants’ Council, fear­ 
ing that various community 
services might be slighted as 
Marin .City was redeveloped, 
sparked the plan for a com­ 
munity services district. 
Prime object is to develop 
recreational facilities. How­ 
ever, the district also could 
take over other public serv­ 
ices, including garbage col­ 
lection, fire and police serv­ 
ices and street lighting. 
A leader in the tenants’ 
council in the matter has been 
Bruce B. Risley, 44, of House 
593. One of the candidates for 
director of the proposed dis­ 
trict, Risley lists his occupation 
radio-telegraph operator with 
Globe Wireless, San Francisco. 
He has resided in Marin City 
since 1945 and has a wife, Kay, 
and two children. 
Bert Klahn, executive di­ 
rector of the project, has ex­ 


pressed some concern over 
the sudden development of 
the district plans since the 
housing authority is still vir­ 
tually the only property own­ 
er. (The district boundaries 
coincide with Marin City in 
which there are a few par­ 
cels of privately owned prop­ 
erty.) 
Klahn’s concern involves fi­ 
nancing. He favors plans which 
would develop recreational fa­ 
cilities in the area after rede­ 
velopment is accomplished. 
“We would like something 
already set up ready to take 
over after redevelopment when 
we are ready to transfer title,” 
Klahn says. “However, if there 
is a chance that the housing 
authority is to be taxed in the 
interim period, we are opposed 
to the formation of the dis­ 
trict.” 
Klahn pointed out that no 
funds have been allocated for 
any such purpose. The object 
of the district was to take over 
after redevelopment. This may 
not be for some time. 
Only a majority vote of 
Marin City electors is re­ 
quired to create the district. 
Of the seven candidates run­ 
ning, six are now on the ten­ 
ants’ council. Only one is a 
woman. 
In addition to Risley, the can­ 
didates and their backgrounds 
are: 
Harrison N. Bailey, 36, a 


warehouseman at the Tiburon 
Naval Net Depot. He has been 
a Marin City resident since 
1945, has a wife and four chil­ 
dren, and lives at House 627. 


Jesse Berry Sr., 53. An elec­ 
trician, Berry is a Marin City 
pioneer, arriving at the project 
when it opened in 1942. He 
lives in House 455 with his 
wife, three children and sister- 
in-law. 
Mrs. Juanita S. Cobb, 44. 
Mrs. Cobb has been a field rep­ 
resentative 
for 
the 
Golden 
State Life Insurance Co. of San 
Francisco for 11 years. She 
lives at House 117 with her in­ 
valid 
husband, 
mother 
and 
grown son. She moved to Marin 
City in November, 1943. 
Harley C. Jeffrey, 43, em­ 
ployed by the state as a main­ 
tenance man in San Francisco. 
He moved to Marin City in 
July, 1955. He lives at House 
532 with his wife, Grace. 
M. Jack Johnson, 42, is a 
landscape gardener employed 
by Davis Equipment Co. of San 
Rafael. He moved to Marin City 
in June, 1952, and lives at 
House 337 with his wife and 
six sons.

. Sam Durand belongs to ; 
vanishing American species- 
the rugged individualist. 
Time was when the ruggec 
individualist was honored a* 
the very epitome of American 
ism. No more, complains Dur 
and. The three R’s of business 
today, he believes, are regula­ 
tion, regimentation and red 
tape—no place there for rug­ 
ged individualism. 
Perhaps that’s why Durant 
named his junk yard and boat 
supply store in the former Ma- 
rinship area of Sausalito “Sad 
Sam’s.” And it’s why he figures 
Sad Sam’s—a sort of mercan­ 
tile gesture of defiance at the 
present-day order of things— 
must soon close its doors for­ 
ever. 
VILLAIN OF PIECE 
The particular villain of the 
piece for the 60-year-old Sau- 
salitan is the state Board of 
Equalization. Durand insists on 
calling it the Board of Un­ 
equalization. 
Proclaims a sign over the 
door of his junk-and-gear em­ 
porium: “This state isn’t big 
enough for both of us. The pow­ 
er happy Board of Un-Equaliza­ 
tion must go.” 
It’s because of the Board of 
Equalization that nothing is for 
sale at Sad Sam’s any more. 
He just does a lending business. 
One of the many placards 
tacked up about the walls of 
his shop reads: 
“I may not sell this junk. 
Will loan things if you need 
them. Put up a deposit and I’ll 
give it back when you return 
the stuff. This joint is just a 
museum.” 
“Of course,” remarks Sad 
Sam, “if they don’t bring the 
stuff back to claim their de­ 
posit, there's not much I can 
do about it.” 
LICENSE REVOKED 
The reason Sad Sam's can 
not sell merchandise is that 
the Board of Equalization re­ 
voked its license. Durand’s ver­ 
sion of how that came about is 
this: 
A year and a half ago, he 
and a partner opened Sad 
Sam’s. They deposited $25 with 
the Board of Equalization to 


guarantee collection and pay 
nent of state sales tax. 
Last July, Durand bought 
iut his partner. With the busi 
tess’ ownership changed, he 
lad to get a new sales "tax pcr- 
nit. And the Board of Equaliza- 
ion, he says, demanded that 
le deposit an amount equalling 
.wice the anticipated sales tax 
collections for the next report 
period. 
HEARING HELD 
Durand refused. The Board 
of Equalization held a hearing, 
then revoked his license. 
“1 believe in these sales taxes 
as part of our .present econ­ 
omy,” declares Durand. “I am 
not trying to evade the law. It’s 
just that I do not believe that 1 
should be required to make a 
payment or a deposit purely on 
the basis of an interpretation 
of the law rather than a spe­ 
cific point of the law as it is 
written. The inference is that 
I’m not good for the money and 
I object to that.” 
Regulation, reg im en tatio n , 
red tape. . . . There’s another 
placard in Sad Sam’s directed 
at them. It reads: “We used to 
have statesmen to run our gov­ 
ernment. Now we have lawmak-

He was born in Los Angeles, 
he says, and was studying for 
a legal career at University of 
Southern California when the 
wanderlust hit him. 
He served Navy hitches in 
both World Wars with the same 
rating — quartermaster second 
class. (“Only really good rate 
in the Navy,” he says.) 
MANY JOBS 
In between he has been a 
newspaper reporter, bartender 
and auto racing referee, among 
other things. A quarter century 
ago he was a partner in an au­ 
tomotive invention. But he pull­ 
ed out of the partnership. His 
ex-partner is now wealthy; but 
Durand professes no envy for 
him. Wealth, says Durand, just 
produces worry. 
There is an apocryphal story 
that Durand once entered the 
ministry but was unfrocked for 
unfrocking—adopting the uni­ 
form of his clients when he per­ 
formed a marriage ceremony at 
a nudist colony. 
ANOTHER CAREER 
Right now, as Sam Durand 
—but not as Sad Sam—he’s 
launched on what may be still 
another career. He recently ac­ 
cepted the executive secretary­ 
ship of the Marin County Tax­ 
payers Assn., and is hard at 
work about two days each week 
in its San Rafael office, re­ 
cruiting new members and re­ 
viving the interest of old ones.

McCollister Requests 


Session On Poultry 


SACRAMENTO (IP)—Richard 
H. McCollister of San Rafael, 
Republican floor leader of the 
state Assembly, today said he 
has requested a special session 
of the Legislature to save the 
state’s poultry industry from 
bankruptcy. 


California is the nation's top 
poultry 
a n d 
egg-producing 
state. 
McCollister said the request 
for a special session, to coin­ 
cide with the March budget 
session, is “before the gover­ 
nor.” 
The Marin lawmaker said he 
has 
prepared 
legislation 
to 
create a poultry products pro­ 
motion council whose attempts 
to push sales of California 
poultry would be paid by a 
one-cent 
tax 
per 
hundred­ 
weight on chicken feed. Such 
a tax would raise $500.000 an­ 
nually, according to a state 
Department of Agriculture es­ 
timate. 


“If the governor does not 
call a special session (on poul­ 
try), I predict that half of our 
poultrymen will be bankrupt 
by 1959,” McCollister said. 
He said that “for every Cal­ 
ifornia chicken sold in the Los 
Angeles market, 50 imported 
chickens are sold. The egg mar­ 
ket has almost the same situa­ 
tion. 
“What we put on the market 
is a fresh, better bird but, 
doggone it, it costs us more to 
raise them. 
“The poultry raised in the 
Deep South end the Midwest is 
sort of a byproduct and is 
raised 
under standards 
not 
equal to those in California,” 
McCollister said. “Their sur­ 
plus is dunked in antibiotics 


market at a price below our 
cost of production.” 
McCollister said the poultry 
promotion council would be 
similar to the California Dairy 
Advisory Council and the Cal­ 
ifornia Beef Promotion Coun­ 
cil. 
He said he copied it from a 
law passed by New Jersey. It 
would set up a 19 or 21-man 
council nominated by the in­ 
dustry and appointed by the 
governor. 
Its aim would be to “pro­ 
mote California-grown poultry 
and eggs vs. out of state pro­ 
ducts.”

Is the Independent-Journal going to 
endorse one of the candidates for the 
County Schools Superintendent post to 
be vacated shortly by Dr. Wallace Hall? 
That is a question asked several times 
lately. 
The answer is NO. 
But we cannot conceal that we have 
a special affection and admiration for 
one of the aspirants. 
We refer to 87-year-old Dr. Herbert 
S. Salisbury, the former college pro­ 
fessor and one time midwest college 
president. 
Dr. Salisbury has lived a long, full 
life. 
His range of interests and his 
pursuits of knowledge have extended 
into nearly all fields of human en­ 
deavor. 
We first knew him some years ago 
as a nice old fellow who collected inter­ 
esting shells and stones along the beach. 
It turned out that this was a manifesta­ 
tion of a long-time interest and Study 
of geology. 
Later he appeared as a collector of 
Indian relics and it developed he had 
charted the sites of all known Indian 
mounds in Marin county on a map which 
subsequently proved of value to Uni­ 
versity of California archeologists. This 
interest in Indians, we later learned, 
stemmed from his knowledge and study 
of histor yand archeology. 
How did he come to plot the Indian 
mounds of the county? It got to be a 
hobby with him years ago when he 


worked on a survey crew from the 
county surveyor’s offic?. This led us to 
the discovery that he had considerable 
knowledge of surveying and engineer­ 
ing. 
And so it has gone over the years 
that. Dr 
Salisbury has 
periodically 
called at the I-J office to report some 
interesting new discovery. On his most 
recent visit several months ago, we 
learned for the first time that he has 
long been a student of religion, having 
prepared several manuscripts on the 
subject. 
He also mentioned manuscripts deal­ 
ing with lost mines famous in California 
history. Seems he was getting some 
ready to submit them to a printing 
house in hopes that they might be pub­ 
lished as a book. 
As we said, years ago when we met 
Dr. Salisbury he was an interesting old 
fellow'. 
He has grown steadily younger ever 
since. 
, 
Now having attained the calendar age 
of 87, he retains sufficient interest in 
the world to apply for the job of County 
Schools Superintendent. 
We don’t know whether he is com­ 
petent to fill the post or not. We don’t 
know if his application will even receive 
serious consideration. 
But the mere fact that this young fel­ 
low of 87 applied for the job that would 
embark him on a new career was 
mighty refreshing. 
More power to him.

Designer Urges U.S. Sputnik 
Carry Symbols Of Goodwill 


NEW YORK iW — The first 
U.S. satellite to go up should 
carry with it a symbolic mes­ 
sage of spiritual values and 
goodwill to all mankind. That 
is the idea of designer Ray­ 
mond Loewy. 


Loewy, French born, is one 
of America’s foremost indus­ 
trial designers. He holds the 
Croix de Guerre and is a fel­ 
low of the British Royal So­ 
ciety of Arts. Sitting in his 
Park avenue office, surround­ 
ed by designs for everything 
from coffee pots to locomo­ 
tives, he advanced this propo­ 
sition: 


“IT IS MOST important for 
America to associate with the 
launching the idea of spiritual

values — instead of looking 
like a threat, to make it a 
peaceful gesture toward man­ 
kind. 
“Some of the smaller na­ 
tions have great scientists, 
and the fact that they don’t 
have the money for research 
on a satellite doesn’t mean 
they don’t have the knowl­ 
edge. We should associate 
ourselves with them in the 
launching, at least in thought. 


“The simplest way, I be­ 
lieve, would be to engrave on 
the sphere — or perhaps bet­ 
ter, put inside it on micro­ 
film, every religion known. 


“I BELIEVE if America is 
lucky enough to have the tal­ 
ent, the means, to do such a

thing, then we should say to 
the rest of the world: ‘We are 
not alone in doing this, we 
do it for all of you, we work 
for everybody.’ Human knowl­ 
edge is the sum of the work 
of many people. 


“A lot of fellows have done 
obscure research which has 
led to other discoveries. If 
others hadn’t done pioneering 
discoveries, there would be no 
Sputnik in the sky today.” 


Loewy said he first men­ 
tioned the idea in an address 
before a group of women in 
Miami last October. The re­ 
sponse startled him. 


“THE AUDIENCE stood at 
the end and clapped and 
cheered, and a lot came to 
me with tears in their eyes. 
I may seem very juvenile in 
^this idea, but apparently some 
*other people feel the same 
way.” 


Loewy believes 
that 
an 
American-launched “Star of 
Goodwill,” 
revolving 
over 
every country in friendship, 
could recoup some of the 
prestige lost in not being first 
with a satellite. 
“And as for its message to 
all peoples on earth — sup­ 
pose you are a citizen of a 
small country and you hear 
the American Sputnik is up. 
As it passes over your town 
you’ll be thinking: 'It has my 
flag on it, and a symbol of my 
faith.’

“I’m a

Illness Takes Toll At Sausalito, 
Only 3 
Councilmen In Attendance 


W H A T O U R R EA D E R S SAY 


Some In San Rafael 
Want- Out Of Rut 
EDITOR, 
Independent-Journal: 
Not long ago San Rafael 
elected a new mayor in a con­ 
test that was historical. I was 
one of the candidates and I 
learned 
how sensitive the 
people are to the terrible 
lethargy into which San Ra­ 
fael has sunk. 
Despite the facts that my 
campaign was very short, I 
had 
no 
backers (not 
one 
single penny was contributed 
to me by people with personal 
branding irons), and the other 
candidates had put in years 
and cash into intensive cam­ 
paigns. coffee klatehes, fancy 
mailings, speeches, meetings 
and everything else, I re­ 
ceived approximately as many 
votes as the incumbent I was 
congratulated on this remark­ 
able showing, and it was grati­ 
fying to me because the local 
experts predicted I wouldn’t 
get my feet off the ground, 
insisted there were no issues, 
and buried me before I had 
begun. 
Well, there were issues all 
right, and my votes were ob­ 
tained by bringing out the 
true and annoying fact that 
San Rafael is slowly dying. 
Months have now passed and 
our city is even closer to last 
rites. 
I am not writing this letter 
to aim “I told you so” pot­ 
shots at our civic hotshots, 
nor to fix blame. But I am a 
citizen who lives in Marin by 
choice, not chance. How sad 
it is to realize my city is 
doomed to dwindle into a vil­ 
lage or less, that nothing 
ever happens to lift it into a 
just position as key city north 
of the Golden Gate. 
My c a m p a i g n consisted 
largely of a series of ads in 
the 
Independent-Journal in 
which I diagnosed the cause 
of the deep sleep into which 
San Rafael has fallen. The 
people already knew what 
they saw in the ads: that we 
need 
more commerce and 
light industry, more working 
people, recreational opportu­ 
nity for young people, an en­ 


larged downtown, a real solu­ 
tion to parking (what hap­ 
pened to all those campaign 
promises?), revision of the 
building codes, many other 
things. Many old and new 
friends told me those ads 
were 
the 
most 
significant 
public utterances in decades 
in San Rafael. 


Our officials have since 
taken a huge step toward the 
promotion of San Rafael into 
better things—or should I 
say, bitter things? They de­ 
cided 
we 
should 
be 
told 
what’s wrong by a highly paid 
expert. So, a real sharp plan­ 
ning consultant was brought 
up here all the way from 
Palo Alto and he was hired to 
tell us (1) that we must grow 
to survive, (2) that we should­ 
n’t lie down and die, (3) that 
we must make major changes, 
(4) that we still need off- 
street parking, and (5) that 
we should find some way to 
pay for all this. 


I suppose it is naive to 
point out that we already 
have a well-paid city mana­ 
ger who should be able to 
tell us that San Rafael is the

WASHINGTON UR — What 
counts—in connection with 
President Eisenhower’s warm­ 
ly received State of the Union 
m e s s a g e to Congress—is 
what he and Congress do for 
the rest of 1958 to back up 
what he proposed. 


This is for sure: There will 
be intense arguments this 
year 
over 
whether 
Eisen­ 
hower is 
doing the right 
things, or enough of them, to 
keep abreast of Russia or to 
try to get ahead. The argu­ 
ments have already begun. 


As they unfold, the most 
puzzled man in America will 
be the average 
citizen to 
whom rockets, missiles, satel­ 
lites, electronic engineering 
and research on space flights 
are still a mystery. 


He’ll be in poor position 
to judge who’s right if Eisen­ 
hower proposes 500 million 
dollars for research on some 
out-of-the-world problem and 
his critics protest that at 
least twice as much is needed. 


IT WILL BE years—prob­ 
ably after he’s left the White 
House—before the wisdom of 
what 
Eisenhower 
proposes 
and Congress does this year 
can at last be tested against 
the accomplishments of the 
Russians. 


Eisenhower showed aware­ 
ness of the need for strenu­ 
ous effort in the contest with 
Russia. He offered no alibi 
because the kind of effort he 
calls for now wasn’t made be­ 
fore.

poultry is no longer the No, 2 
livestock income producer of 
Marin.

As the condition gets progres­ 
sively worse, small print blurs, 
eyes hurt and tire, and fatigue 
sets in after using the eyes but 
a short time. 


NO KNOWN CURE 
“The process which brings 
on this loss of near vision is 
technically known as presby­ 
opia. There is no known m eth­ 
od to prevent it. It may be re ­ 
lated to the general health of 
the individual but there is no 
direct treatm ent for it. Prop­ 
er diet and good habits of hy­ 
giene — these are the best 
preventives if there are any. 
At age 46, you have passed the 
average already. Often in the 
early 40’s trouble from pres­ 
byopia develops. 
“You can work, read, use 
your eyes all you want to, Tom. 
Eyes can t be worn out or dam­ 
aged by using them, if they re­ 
ceive 
any 
necessary 
visual 
care. No one needs to make 
himself a visual cripple giving 
up the things he likes to do 
in hopes of stopping the in­ 
roads of presbyopia. Most im ­ 
portant is early correction with 
glasses and frequent care as 
the need arises— these provide 
continuous, productive seeing 
free from discomfort and wor­ 
ry.”
